Smith’s defiance same after Samuel 
Insull, middle western utility mag 
nate and a Smith backer, had testi- 
fied fully as to his $257,925 con- 
tributions to various factions in the 
1926 Illinois campaign. Insull and 
his lawyer, Samuel Schuyler, attempt- 
ed by this action to have recalled 
citations charging contempt of che 
senate because they refused to tell 
of these contributions last year. 

Challenge Made By Attorney. 

Smith's defiance was announced by 
Oscar Carlstrom, Lllinois attorney 
general, who challenged jurisdiction 
of the committee over a man elected 
to the senate but denied his 
pending investigation. 

John Dailey, Illinois state senator, 
appearing for Smith, protested that 
Iitinois was being deprived for her 
senate representation. 

Smith, who attends with a delega- 
tion of friends and backers, then 


made a personal statement repeating 
the defiance. To keep faith with the 
people, Smith said, “is to me a great- 
thing than to be senator.”

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San Jose, Costa Rica, January 7.— 
(P)—Colonel Charles a. Lindbergh 
was welcomed to Costa Rica today by 
a crowd so frantic in its greeting that 
he was compelled to throw written in- 
structions overboard from his airplane 
to get the crowd out of the way before 
he could land, 

The flier, arriving from Managua 
on the sixth leg of his Central Ameri- 
ean tour, made three attempts to land 
before he finally touched ground at 
2:18 p. m., central standard time. 

The confused and excite. crowd, 
the largest ever assembled in Costa 
Rica, pushed aside the” police and 
scattered over the field, apparently 
ignorant of their danger. Lindbergh 
skimmed 30 feet over their heads try- 
ing to land; the third time dropping 
overboard a map of Guatemala on 
which he had written: 

“Tt will not be possi‘ le for me to 
land until the crowd has moved over 
to the side of the field. Only officials 
can remain upon the field itself.” 

Police and officials managed to get 
the crowd over to the right of the air 
field and on his next attempt Lind- 
hergh landed gracefully and safely. 
He was greeted by cheers and hur- 
rahs. the shout of the crowd coming 
as if from a single throat. 

Flies Over Volcano. 

Before coming to earth, the Ameri- 
ean aviator flew over the volcano 
Pons. about 15 miles from the city, 
and then sped across San Jose flying 
above the presidential palace and the 
American legation. Enthusiastic 
cheers from the inhabitants of the 
capital marked his progress from the 
city to the aviation field. 

Here had gathered one of the largest 
crowds in the history of the city and 
shortly before noon, there was prac- 
tically no room for the newcomers. 
All eyes eagerly scanned the horizon 


watching for the historic plane wing- 
ing its way so swiftly from Nicar’ gua. 

The Sabana flying field prese sted aA 
most colorful spectacle, with women 
spectators gaily dressed in summer at- 
tire and carrying brightly colored num- 
brellas. The flazs of the United 
States and Costa Rica fluttered in 
the breeze, adding to the brilliancy of 
the scene. 

Crowd Given Bulletins. 


Bulletins announcing  flier’s prog- 
ress over various cities began arriving 
shortly after Colonel Lindbergh hopped 
off from Managua and each report 
added to the crowd's enthusiasm. 
When he finally appeared and pre- 
pared to land the enthusiasm could 
not be restrained and the spectators

Sparks eseape 
through the tiniest ‘holes, Clothing 
should not be dried around = stoves, 
Wires onght to be detached at the 
sockets, The short cirevit in the wir- 
ing system often eauses dangerous 
fires. The system should be inspected 
at intervals. Rubbish a souree of 
fires. It shoukl be burned in metal 
holders. Oily rags should be kent 
in metal cans, Leaves onght ta he 
buried—not burned. Camp fires should 
be put out. Kerosene and gasoline 
should not be kept in the house. 
Matches should-enever be struck around 
filling stations or automobiles. Flash- 
lights should be used in place of 
matches when possible. Open fires 
ought to be inclosed by a screen.

Capture of 153 gallons of corn; 
whisky and arrest of a man who 
cave his name as J. P. Jones, of Al- 
pharetta, was effected early Saturday 
morning after Fulton county officers 
had chased a sedan through one of 
the city’s most fashionable residential] 
sections.

In view of the statement 
wf Jesus that he would rise on 
the third dav the Jews were on 
the alert and. fearing that His 
disciples would steal His body, 
they asked for a guard, which was 
provided, It may he safely con- 
cluded that if thi# wondertul res- 
urrection had not taken place the 
body of Christ would haye heen 
embalmed by the Jews and pre- 
served as a physical denial of the 
claim of the resuriection.

Suggested by Memorial Committee 


Editor Constitution: The intrinsic 
value of the recent trip to Washing- 
ton, D. C., to the students of the 
various schools of the state, together 


with the favorable impression which 
Georgia made at the unveiling of the 
statue of Mr. Stephens upon the en- 
tire nation, has suggested the idea 
of an annual “Georgia Day in Wash- 
ington,” 

The purpose of this letter is to in- 
vite an expression from citizens gen- 
erally throughout the state upon both 
the value and practicability of such 
a plan. 

While naturally no detailed plan has 
heen perfected, it is suggested very 
briefly: 

First: That the educational and 
inspirational value of a trip to Wash- 
ington each year by a selected num- 
her of students from the senior classes 
the many educational institutions 
our state, to the students indi- 
vidually and to the entire state could 
not be estimated in money. 

Second: The railroads will pro- 
vide a “one fare” round trip, which 
would enable many citizens, other- 
wise unable, to make the trip. 

The sum of $10,000 would make it 
possible for some 300 students also 
10 go to Washington—a larger num- 
her for a proportionately increased 
amount, 

Third: To invite philanthropists 
and publie spirited Georgians to con- 
sider the merits of this proposal and 
to make liberal subscriptions for this 
purpose. Should an individual endow 
this fund, he would not only ace- 
ecomplish untola good, but would for 
all time perpetuate his own memory. 

Fourth: To seek to raise as ahove 
suggested the sum of 150.000 or 
S200,000 as an endowment fund so as 
io perpetuate this memorial, but to 
raise within the near future the sum

of $10,000 or $12,000 so as to guar- 
antee the trip for 1928. 

Fifth: Teo select from among the 
contributors a trustworthy commis- 
sion of business and professional men 
to receive and direct the expenditure 
of this fund. 

Sixth: Perpetuating the memory of 
Georgia’s two most distinguished sons, 
to designate the fund raised as “The 
Stephens-Long Memorial and Educa- 
tional Fund.” 

To emphasize the primary purpose 
of the annual “Georgia Day in Wash- 
ington” as that of enabling the stu- 
dents and citizens generally to view 
the statues of Alexander Hamilton 
Stephens and Crawford W. Long. 

Seventh: Since congress is in ses- 
cjon in December, and the weather is 
usually good in Washington during 
this month, it is suggested arbitrarily, 
that the first Thursday in December 
be selected as the date for this “Geor- 
gia day,” though a different month 
may be selécted from year to vear 
in the diseretion of the commission. 


It is suggested that a simi- |

lam sum expended in no other way 
could produce such educational 
inspirational value to the young life 
of the state, and that in no other 
way could the state .of Georgia he 
brought so prominently or sv favor- 
ably to the serious attention of the 
nation. 

Finally: The above’ suggestions 
are in general the thought of those 
who are interested in perpetnating 
the memory of the wonderfully sue- 
cessful event of the unveiling of the 
statue of Mr. Stephens in Washing- 
ton on December 8 last.

Having had a glimpse into the mili- 
tary achievements of General Jackson 
may we turn another page of history 
and find that his accession to the 
presidency in 1829 a new epoch in 
American life had its beginning. Al- 
ready there had developed a transi- 
tion from eolonialism nationalism 
ang democracy as a result of the sec- 
ond war with: England. Now a new 
and unique personality had been call- 
ed to take the helm of government, 
while this new political policy steadi- 
ly gained adherents. “Andrew .Jaek- 
son,’ as one of his historians relates, 
“was a typical representative of the 
new democratic, ideas, both volitical 
and social, and was eminently fitted 
hv his character to give direction to 
them.” 

Tt is further said of this period in 
American history that the @ifferences 
of wealth had not become a disturb- 
element, there being only three 
millionaires in the country: Lawrence, 
Boston: Astor, New York, and 
Girard. of Philadelphia. So it was 
upon fertile soil that the 
democracy fell and germinated. 

This democratic movement 
into many directions, while new 
powerful forces were for the 
time coming into play.

In 1903 William M. Slaton, at that 
time superintendent of the Atlanta 
schools. caught a vision of the poss?- 
bilities and need of technical training 
for the young men of Atlanta and 
caused a technical department to be 
established in Bovs’ high. At first 
there was not much demand on the | 
ipart of the boys for the technical 
course. and the basement of the old 
Bovs’ high building at Gilmer and 
Courtland streets was deemed good 
‘enough for the experiment. This was 
ia rather bumble origin for the proud 
Tech high of today. However, a live 
‘wire as head of the department in ‘he 
person of Charis 8S. Culver, popular- 
‘ized the course, and demonstrated to 
the people and the beard of education 
that the summum bonum of all edu- 
cation was not confined to the -‘on- 
gngating of Latin verbs, and that it 
is eminently worth while to learn to 
do things and to cultivate construc- 
tive skill. 

Due to the enthusiasm of Charles 
S. Culver and the foresight of Saper- 
intendent William M. Slaton, the de- 
partment was assigned to the old 
Marietta Street Grammar _ school 
building during the summer of 1909, 
and was called the Atlanta Tech- 
nological High school. There were | 
about 110 bovs and six teachers the 
first vear. ‘The Marietta street en- | 
vironment was gloomy indeed but, in | 
spite of physical bandicaps, the de- | 
mand for technical training increased 
and the school grew by leaps and 
‘bounds until all available’ stores, 
'waréhouses and dwellings in the 
neighborhood were required to house 
the 1.960 bovs enrolled in the vear 
| 1921-22. The K-6-5-3 plan began 
‘about this time and the attendance 
ihas not been so large in recent years. 
There are over 900 boys in school 
at present. 

Its Organization. 

There are eight departments: Fne- 
lish, foreign languages, mathematics, 
history, science, shop, drawing, and 
military.

Cartersville, Ga., January T7.— 
(Special.)—Charges that some of Car- 
tersvillé’s best known men and wom- 


en were not legally qualified to vote 
in the city election of Déetember 21, 
but voted anyway, have stirred this 
little town as it has not been stirred 
in many years, 

The changes are contained in a pe- 
tition filed in superior court by H. C. 
Nelson, Ben C. Gilreath and W. E. 
Perry, the three defeated candidates. 
The petition asks that Mayor If. P. 
McElreath, and Councilmen H. H. 
Green and H. I#e Smith, the election 
winners, be ousted from office and the 
defeated trio installed. e 

As grounds for this action the Nel- 
son trio allege that scores of citizens 
voting in the election of December 21 
were not legally qualified to do _ so, 
and a number of names are set forth. 

The action has aroused a great 
amount of anger among those named 
in the petition, so much so that it has 
become more the issue in the present 


controversy than is the ouster move- 
ment. Accordingly the defendant of- 
ficials have requested Judge C. C. 
Pittman in superior court to change 
ihe original petition saving that it 
“contains allegations which are em- 
barrassing and exceedingly offensive 
to a large number of citizens of Care 
tersville, 

“If it becomes necé@ssary for the 
defendants to file their answers the 
feeling of embarrassment and anger, 
already aroused, will be further in- 
creased with a resultant unhappy and 
unfortunate effect on the people of 
Cartersville. 

“Citizens named and others in like 
status as to their qualification as vot- 
ers are not criminals. Ther voted in

Football Is Only Sport In- 
volved in Row Between 
Service Schools. 


Annapolis, Md., Janusry 7.—(P)— 
The service classic, the Army-Navy 
foothall game, was wiped off the 1928 
sport calendar today as the basis for 
the only amicable agreement thiat 
could be found in a conference of 
heads of the naval and militery acad- 
emies upon the athletic relations con- 
troversy. 

Announcement of the decision was 
made here by Commander H. G. Pat- 
rick, aide to Rear Admiral Louis M. 
Nulton, superintendent of the naya! 
academy, upon telephoned instructions 
of Admiral Nulton after he had con- 
ferred in Washington with Major 
General Edwin B. Winans, superin- 
tendent of the military academy at 
West Point. 

Admiral Nulton’s brief statement 
given out here emphasized the friend- 
ly fashion in which athletie relations 
between the two creat service institu- 
tions were discussed, but said the 
two academy heads were unable to 
reach an agreement on the three-vear 
eligibility rule and mutually agreed 
that the 1928 football game would noi 
he played. 

Only Football Involved. 

Commander Jonas HA. Ingram, di- 
rector of athletics at the naval acad- 
emy, had pointed out earlier in the 
break, when West Point authorities 
refused to be bound by the three- 
year eligibility rule upon which the 
naval academy stood firm, that at pres- 
ent only the 1028 football game was 
involved. 

Naty and Army will meet on the

Suffering. 


VYNHERE is the universal fact of sor- 
row. I do not wish to wail in 

the minor key. But a philosophy of 
the world or an in- 

terpretation of life, 

that will put us in 

the right attitude 

toward the univer- 

sal fact of suffering 

is of the utmost im- 

portance. This fact 

confronts every in- 

dividual at some 

time in his life. Ht 

belongs to every 

age of the world, 

and to every stage 

of human. society 

and to every order 

of living creatures. 


Just after Gypsy Smith had preached 
to a parlor full of millionaires’ wives 
and daughters, a woman said to him, 
“Remember that no matter how small 
the audience, there is always some- 
body in it who is broken-hearted.” 

There is the necessity of ministry 
to the perplexed life. 

It is at times needful to present that 
side of the gospel which is not a 
trumpet call to activity and Christian 
Service, but which brings an inspira- 
tion to perseverance in the faith. 
There are people so perplexed by the 
problem of pain and disappointment 
that they have no heart for work. 

It is mistakenly supposed that the 
only live questions are the questions 
that pertain to certain transient issues 
of the present. The problem of sor- 
row is of vital interest to every life. 
It is a question as old as the book of 
Job and older, a question as new as 
the “In Memoriam” of Tennyson and 


newer, a question as fresh as the last 
throb of pain in your body, as the 
last throb of anguish in your heart. 

There is the beneficence of pain. 
Scientists assure us that pain is an 
agency of mercy. You complain that 
you have a headache. You should 
say that a pain in your head kindly 
informs you that your svstem 1s not 
in good running order. 

If it were not for pain, you would 
die before you found out anything was 
the matter with you. 

The pain of conscience informs you 
that something is wrong in the moral 
nature that should be corrected. 

Holiness, not happiness. is the goal 
of life. If the world exists solely for 
the comfort of man, it is a conspic- 
uous failure. If it were intended sim- 
ply for a paradise of bliss, then it 
is missing its purpose very widely. We 
shall only come to any sort of under- 
standing of our world and the pur- 
pose of it. when we know that God 
rules in our world to make creatures 
of character rather than creatures of 
comfort. Jesus teaches us that the 
supreme success of life is not to es- 
cape from God, but to be like God. 


Suffering increases as the order of 
life advances. 

The oyster has small capacity for 
suffering. As nerves multiply, the ca- 
pacity for suffering increases. It Is 
the ear trained to harmony that. is 
most keenly sensitive to poor music. 

It is the eye trained to the most 
perfect blending of colors that 1s most 
pained by an ugly blotch. Double 
vour affectional nature and intellect- 
ual. powers and you quadruple your 
capacity for suffering. Cut the nerves 
of sympathy and you eliminate a large 


amount of suffering. The saint snows 
agonies of soul that the low-minded 
never know. The perfect man was 
a Man of sorrows and His crown was 
a crown of thorns. God Himself is 
the supreme sufferer of the universe. 


It mav be added, however, that joy 
likewise increases. The capacity for 
jov is in proportion to the capacity of 
suffering. Bacon has said, ‘The no- 
bler a soul is. the more objects of 
compassion it hath.” 

The all-important question with us 
is not whether we can understand the 
problem of sorrow, but whether we 
rightly relate ourselves to it. 


The matter of importance is not 
whether we understand electricity, but 
whether we so relate ourselves to it 
as to receive the powers of light and 
locomotion. 

The important thing is not whether 
we can understand the mystery of life, 
but whether we so relate ourselves to 
life as to make ‘he best out of life. 
We do not understand one-billionth 
part of anything. There is a vast dif- 
ference between seeing a fact and see- 
ing into a fact. 

As a general proposition the people 
who indulge in bitter railing against 
suffering are those who fail to adjust 
themselves to their own suffering and 
who do little to relieve the suffering 
of others. 

The book, “Master and Men,” by 
Dr. William Burnet Wright, published 
some vears ago, should not be allowed 
to be forgotten. It carries that peren- 
nial freshness which is a mark of 
genius. 

This author writes: ‘‘George Eliot 
was one of the strongest intellects of 
England. She was trained to believe 


in God, in Christ, in immortality. She 
lost faith in all three and spread an 
atmosphere of desperate doubt wher- 
ever her influence extended. The facts 
which destroyed her faith were the 
disappointments, the misery, and the 
hopelessness of human life. She never 
touched the suffering. She sat apart 
and speculated about it. 

George MacDonald saw more of 
human misery than George Eliot. But 
he gave himself unselfishly in an ef- 
fort to relieve it, and saw God in hue 
man life. 

The Schopenhauers, who cannot 
believe in God because there is so 
much misery, are the men who know 
comparatively little of that misery; 
who stand aloof and prate about it. 
The Booths, who get closest to the 
misery in their efforts to relieve tf, are

Yet there is a pride—call it van- 
ity if you will—in portraying the 
subject as he appears to his 
friends—or in the case of a per- 
son of importance, to the world. 
A woman is not only a woman. 
With her group of children she 
is a mother; again she Is a so- 
cietv queen, or a woman with a 
Career. 

“The person who studies a pic- 
tured face likes to find this in the face. 
The same, of course, is true of men. 
Success in producing the desired result 
depends largely, of course, on catching 
and transfixing the right expression, 
but it also has largely to do with light- 
ing. In taking a picture of H. G. 
Wells, the English writer, one might 
very easily make of him a sort of prize- 
fighter: that is by focusing the light on 
the dominant chin. 

“With that light focused on the 
magnificent forehead he is presented 
to the world in the role that he has 
won—a great scholar and writer. He 
was a splendid subject, possessed of 
many varying expressions, vet almost 
self-consciousness.

7 TITH theatrical artists the exact 
reverse ts true. Thev are very 
easy to photograph for the reason that 
their work has rendered them conscious 
of their every expression and in con- 
trol of every muscle in their body. 
They are seldom disappointed in their 
pictures, having apparently visualized 
it before it materialized. 

“Is vanity prevalent among temper- 
amental people? Well, I would say, 
no. At least not in the accepted defi- 
nition of vanity. There are other 
things besides were outward appear- 


ance in which they set more store in 
which their so-called vanity is directed. 

“Does vanity stalk any one walk of 
life more than another? If you will 
limit that to men, | should say that it 
might be more largely found in the 
army and navy than-any other calling. 
Upon reflection this is very natural, 
however. 

‘Appearance plays a large part in 
the life of an army or naval Officer. 
Each insigne and button must be in a 
required place. With such meticulous 

ncern over their appearance they 

very naturally gain such reputa- 
tion for vanity. However, | 
have never had an army or navy 
officer keep us waiting to 
‘primp.’ Then, too, you must 
remember, the women’s well- 
known weakness for brass but- 
tons is likely to develop all of 
the latent vanity in the make-up 
of a man. 

‘“Marshal Foch was one sol- 
dier, however, who had too lit- 
tle vanity to register a good pic- 
ture. He was extremely hard to 
photograph. He is timid ‘and 
would, as it were, withdraw his 
personality before the camera’s 
focus. 

‘The average man has too little 
vanity in regard to his appearance, and 
yet I should say he is vainer, as a rule.

1E editorial specifications to 

which this article is written 

consists of a request to state 

“what will be the chief polit- 

ical problem confronting 

America during 1928.” The 
request, in short, is for prophecy, a 
form of writing that on all occasions, 
and especially about New Year’s, is 
alluring to editors and to readers— 
and to some writers. 

But does anybody, in the Decem- 
bers of these recurrent years, take the 
trouble to go back and check up the 
prophecies of the Januarys_ preced- 
ing? The writer ofthis article, as it 
happens, has had occasion to review 
many of the prophesies made on the 
various New Year’s days of the last 
twenty-five years. Few readers, how- 
ever, ever recall the predictions of a 
year before, or several years before. 
_ Probably it is just as well. The proc- 
ess, if generally indulged in, would 
make us a nation of ironic skeptics. 
And it would make writers more mod- 
est about assuming prophetic omnis- 
cience. 

Things were prophesied that never 
came to pass. Even more striking 
were the things. no prediction alluded 
to—but which happened, and affect- 
ed us most vitally. No one on Jan- 
uary 1, 1914, predicted a European 
war that was destined to provide us 
with our most important political 
problems within that year and for a 
decade of years to follow. Then, on 
January 1, 1916, everybody prophe- 
sied—correctly—that the most im- 
portant political issue of the presi- 
dential campaign of that year would 
be what America should do about the 
European war then raging, mainly 
whether we should enter it or care- 
fully remain out of it. That became 
the issue. Woodrow Wilson ran on 
a platform phrased in the past tense 
—‘*‘He kept us out of war’—but 
meanim® the future tense, that he 
would continue to keep us our of war. 
On that expectation Wilson was elect- 
ed—but we were not kept out of war. 

Another class of events, politically 
vital, are accidents, impossible to 
forecast. No one could predict on 
January 1, 1923, that within the year 
Warren G. Harding would die and 
Calvin Coolidge become. president, 
enabling the republican party to keep 
a lease of power that otherwise it 
would probably ha've lost. Nor could 
any one on January 1, 19C1, predict 
that President McKinley would be 
assassinated and Theodore Roosevelt 
succeed him; most of the prophecies 
of that year dealt with the current is- 
sue of expansion or imperialism—and 
practically none of them came true. 

To take a more recent, though less 
apt, example, no prophet on January 
4 last year predicted that heavy rains 
in the Mississippi valley would pro- 
vide one of the principal subjects dis- 
cussed by the present congress. Some 
similar coincidence of forces of na- 
ture during the coming six months, 
running in a direction beneficent to 
the Mississppi valley, might readily 
reverse the agricultural condition 
which, as it now seems, is likely to 
make farm relief one of the most im- 
portant issues of the 1928 campaign. 

Almost as dangerous as prophecy 
is the assigning of relative import- 
ance. What, at any moment, is 
“most important’’? The political is- 
sues which at the time they raged 
were described as the “‘most import- 
ant in our history’’ have been as nu- 
merous as the books that for three 
months after publication were hailed 
as the “most important’ of this or 
that period. That estimate ‘“‘most im- 
portant” usually contains surprise at

the new, in proportions greater than 
this quality counts in the more sea- 
soned verdicts of time, time being a 
court of appeals that takes no: ac- 
count of novelty. 

Any one who wishes can amuse 
himself and add a good deal to the 
world’s stock of irony by reading over 
the old keynote speeches and plat- 
forms in which the two parties have 
set down what seemed to them the 
‘paramount issues,” as well as the 
conditions to which they ‘‘pointed 
with pride.”” In 1904 the republi- 
cans congratulated the farmers—and 
themselves—on the high prices of 
farm land, which, they avowed, al- 
ways accompanied republican rule. 
Twenty-four years later, in the com- 
ing campaign the republicans will 
probably find one of their most trou- 
blesome questions in the necessity of 
explaining why the present eight 
years of republican rule have been 
accompanied by steadily decreasing 
prices of farm land, to such a degree 
that land in the corn belt is actually 
lower today than it was in 1904. 

What parties assert to be the most 
important issue of a campaign is fre- 
quently less important in fact than 
some underlying trend or othér, un- 
recognized at the time. The trends 
that really determine history and the 
issues that have fundamental im- 
portance do not emerge to the sur 
face in given years for the accom- 
modation of political leaders who 


write party platforms or writers who 
make New Year prophecies. Eco- 
nomic and political trends, as well as 
the really important events of his- 
tory, all have an Olympian way of ig- 
noring any necessity: of synchroniz- 
ing themselves with campaign years. 
They do not separate themselves into 
such smoothly cut sections as the cal- 
endar, nor do the characters of his- 
tory come into being with any such 
accommodating regard for those nu- 
merical landmarks that are the con- 
venience of historians and of New 
Year’s prophets. 

Even the events which at the time 
actually are indisputably important do 
not always retain their elevation. 
Within the last fifteen years we have 
made four amendments to our fed- 
eral constitution—direct election of 
senators, income tax, prohibition and 
women’s suffrage. Superficially, a 
change in the constitution seems 
about the most important political 
event that can happen. But just how 
important have these amendments 
been? The first two—direct election 
of senators and the income tax— 
came in 1913. The historians of fifty 
years hence may not estimate them 
to be as important as those forces, 
even now Still obscure, which in 1913 
were working rapidly to bring a Euro- 
pean war the following year and our 
participation in it four years later. 
The prohibition amendment has given 
rise to recurrent questions of high po-

litical importance, but have the other 
three turned out to be as important as 
they were expected to be, both by 
those who approved them and those 
who deplored them? 

The prohibition amendment intro- 
duces us to one of the important po- 
litical questions of the coming year. 
Many eminent persons, including Sen- 
ator Borah, Nicholas Murray Butler 
and William G. McAdoo, would de- 
scribe it as the ‘‘most important.”’ Im- 
portant it unquestionably is, and some 
day we shall have to decide whether 
we want to keep it or abandon it: 

iforce it or nullify it or modify the 
legal interpretation of it. But as re- 
spects the coming year it may or mas 
not have an important place in the 
campaign. It is frequently said that 
if Governor Smith of New York is 
the democratic nominee prohibition 
will automatically become a leading 
issue. But will it? . Logically there 
can be only one “leading issue.’’ And 
this is a case where logic coincides 
with the working facts, for in prac- 
tice every experienced politician 
knows that the issues of a campaign 
commonly simmer down to one, and 
that election is usually decided by 
public feeling on the outstanding 
issue. 

But is it certain prohibition will be 
the one outstanding question in the 
event that Smith is the democratic 
nominee? 

Some of the same persons who say 
the nemination of Governor Smith 
will make prohibition the most im- 
portant question say in the next 
breath that religion will be the lead- 
ing issue. Religion has been a lead- 
ing issue, a very leading one indeed, 
on several. occasions in history. But 
also religion has failed to provide any 
great excitement on occasions when 
practically everybody predicted it 
would. In 1896 Canada was ap- 
proaching a general election. Tlic 
leader of one of the parties was a 
Catholic. Sir Wilfred Laurier. Laurier 
was not only a Catholic, but of the 
French-Canadian race, a fact which 
intensified the religious aspect. 

In Canada at that time religion was 
a far more acrimonious aspect of pol- 
itics than it is now or ever has been 
in the United States. Most of the 
politics of Canada centered about the 
cleavage of the population between 
French-Canadian Catholics and 
Protestants of mainly British stock. 
There were separate schools, separ- 
ate official languages. Feeling was 
intense. A previous local eléction 
had recently been voided because of 
clerical interference. Neverthelss, 
Laurier’s party triumphed and he be- 
came premier, with the tariff as the 
leading issue. Canada was sufficient- 
ly satisfied with the outcome to keep 
laurier as premier for fourteen years. 

The figure that religion can play in 
elections is modified by other condi- 
tions. Under some conditions re- 
ligion can become the leading issue; 
under other conditions it can be rela- 
tively ignored. In 1894 Grover 
Cleveland appointed a Catholic, Ed- 
ward D. White, of Louisiana, to the 
supreme court of the United States. 
In 1910 President Taft made him 
chief justice, and he held that exalted 
office without anybody paying atten- 
tion to his religion until his death in 
1921. If in any of the years when 
White was chief justice the democrats 
had nominated him for president h> 

ight have gone through the cam- 
paign with as little weight given to his 
membership in the Catholic church as 
was given to Mr. Taft’s membership 
in the Unitarian. 

There is a way of stating the issue 
associated with Governor Smith 
which is broader than either religion 
or prohibition and includes both.

Smath’s candidacy can be described as 
the citv avainst the countrv. rural 
ideals against urban ones. older ideals 
aeainst newer ones. It is the tdea!' 
expressed in the log cabin. birth of 
some former presidents, contrasted 
with the ideals associated with the 
city tenement birth of Governor 
Smith. It is the metropolis against 
the rest of the country—fundament- 
ily intensified by the fact that in this 
case the metronolis is made up chief- 
Iv, almost wholly, of peoples alien to 
those who compose the country. 

As it has been put, from a point 
of view friendly to Governor Smith, 
it is the cry of the ‘‘newer immigra- 
tion”? for its place in the sun—not 
meaning that Smith himself is con- 


spicuously of the newer immigration, . 


for his American ancestry is a little 
longer than Woodrow Wilson’s—but 
meaning that Smith is the symbol and 
favorite of New York city, in which 
the newer immigration is preponder- 
ant. If: Smith's candidacy be describ- 
ed as the city versus the country, the 
Issue was bound to come, whether 
with Smith or some one quite dif- 
ferent. America during almost all of 
its historv and almost up to the pres- 
ent was predominantly rural, its po- 
litical ideals mainly rural—the rural 
interests almost always deferred to by 
politicians nomination _ presidéntial 
candidates. But America’s popula- 
tion has been changing. The farm- 
ers and villagers, who once were 60 
per cent of the voters, are now but 
30 per cent or less. The next re- 
apportionment of congress will .in- 
crease the number of city congress- 
men, diminish the. number of coun- 
try ones. That is one reason the re- 
apportionment has been so long de- 
layed. It should have been made 
immediately after the 1920 census. 
The postponement is a_ picture of 
country districts fearing what will 
happen when they give up some of 
the preponderance they have always 
had. 

This thing—shift of population, 
change in the nature of population, 
change in its political ideals and eco- 
nomic interests—this is the kind of 
thing that is really important. It does 


not happen in any one year and rare- 
ly figures in prophecies about ‘‘most 
important questions.” It goes on 
quietly, imperceptibly, until it is defi- 


nitely done—and then the important 
political conseauences flare’ into 
sight. © One of the consequences 
Seems destined to be concrete and 
conspicuous in the coming campaign. 
The farmer, reduced by a long trend 
to political minority where once he 
was the majority, finds himself at the 
Same time subordinated economically. . 
He is an exception to the prosperity 
and the high standard of living pre- 
vailing in the cities. 

“Farm relief’? will be the superfi- 
cial phrase for the campaign issue. 
The true cause is deeper and is tied 
up with another long trend. This 
trend and its two expressions, one on 
the farm and a different one in the 
cities, will probably provide as a 
whole the most important political 
phenomena of the coming year. 

To put it in a very deliberate par- 
adox, the most important political 
events of 1928 were the discovery of 
power from oil in the 1860’s and the 
discovery of power from electricity 
about the same time. The injection 
of several billions. of new __ horse- 
power into America’s economic or- 
ganism is the cause of most of our 
present maladjustment between farm 
and city. Ojul and electricity revolu- 
tionized industry. They have not and 
can not affect farming as much. 
Whoever stands at the point where, 
so to speak, the pipes and wires car- 
ry these billions of new horsepower 
into our economic and social mechan- 
ism, that person is the best equipped 
to make prophecies about the im- 
portant questions this vear and the 
coming years. 

I suspect the future historian will 
treat the Coolidge and Harding ad- 
ministrations as one: Probably he 
will add several future administrations 
to them and group all as a new era. 
The symbol of the change he will 
probably find in an event—the pres- 
ence for the first time of a man with 
the letters C. E. (civil engineer) after 
his name in the higher circles of poli- 
itcs. The man happened to be 
Hoover. It might have been some 
one else. A democrat, Owen Young, 
would have the samé_ significance. 
The thing that Hoover symbolized— 
the recognition of the immensely ex- 
alted role of science in social and 
political organization—that is what 
will be recognized as constituting a 
landmark in historv. 
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of the Moroccan army; as true as, al- 
most until the Indian mutiny war, 
there lived in Rajputana and the 
Punjaub mighty, turbaned  thakur- 
rajahs called McGregor and Stewart 
and McKerr. 

Highland Scots, you will notice, de- 
scendants from that Gaeldom which, 
a century or two ago, was pist toled 
and legislated out of existence by the 
German—today so _ English—Han- 
overian red coated soldiers and black 
coated judges.

/ HOW TO MAKE A BAMBOO PEN. 


While most of the fun from this 
pen will come from making it. never- 
theless it will give good service after- 
wards. It can be provided with a 
fine point which, when well finished, 
will enable you to write neatly on 
smooth paper. Or, if the point is left 
coarse, it will be found ideal for mak- 
ing posters, signs and placards. 

The pen consists of a small pill bot- 
tle, a length of bamboo and a small 
cork. The bamboo should be only 
slightly larger than the neck of the 
bottle. Carefully dress it down until 
it is perfectly round. This ean best 
be done with sandpaper. Be sure the

When you try the new record on 
the phonograph do you ever wonder 
how the music comes out of that dise? 


It’s waves that do it. Sounds are 
nothing more than waves in the air 
caused by vibrations. When you hit 
a tin pan it vibrates and sends ou: 
waves in the air like the waves on a 
pond caused by a pebble. We have 
different lengths—because there are 
per second. 

Produce Waves. 

Musical instruments are simply de- 
vices that can be made to vibrate at 
certain speeds, so as to produce cer- 
tain waves—and, therefore, certain 
tones. In the piano and violin the 
strings are vibrators. All sounds are 
the result of something that vibrates. 
We hear them because they strike a 
tiny drum in the ear and cause it to 
with them. 


Use Steel Needle. 

To make a record someone sings or 
plays into the horn of a phonograph 
whose steel needle is running on a 
soft wax record. The sound waves. 
beating upon the drum to which it 
is attached, cause the needle to vibrate 
in unison. It, in .turn, makes little 
dents and nicks in the wax. Then the 
wax is hardened to keep the dents. 

Now, you see, when you play the 
record you run a needle over it, and 
hardened dents and bumps set the 
needle to vibrating and producing the 
original sounds. The vibrations are 
increased by the drum of the sounding 
box to which the needle is attached.

Water Has More 
Than 50 Flavors 


Water is water, no matter where 
it is found, yet there are some fifty- 
seven or more flavors: Various min- 
eral waters are given a peculiar taste 
by substances held in solution in 
them, such as salt, compounds of sul- 
phur, calcium and soda. These waters 
are supposed to have splendid medici- 
nal properties and some of them such 
as Vichy, Appollinaris, Lithia, and 
waters from Sulphur Springs, Va., 
and Hor Springs, Ark., are bottled 
and marketed. 

Artesian water, drawm from arte- 
sian wells, is so-called because the 
first well of the sort in the world was 
at the town of Artois, in France. 

Soda water is made by dissolving 
marble dust with acid. This makes 
carbonic acid gas with which the 
water is highly charged in copper 
tanks. It is the water with which 
ice cream sodas are made. 

Distilled water is water that has 
been heated till it forms steam and 
the steam is then collected and con- 
densed in pipes.
